At a news conference the Presi-

strongly critical position he had 
taken during the political cam- 
paigns last fall. He charged then 
that under Republican leadership 
the nation was (ailing behind in 
the missile race. 


The fact is, he said, that studies 


he ordered in the Pentagon on the 
missile gap problem have not 
been completed and will not be 
for a few days. When they are 
finished—perhaps by Feb. 20 on 
some matters — he will recom- 
mend to Congress any changes 
needed in budget provisions for 
weapons programs. 


In discussing the over-all Amer- 


ican-Soviet power relationship the 
President said: 


"The 
United States will not 


strike first." 


He thus by implication ruled out 


any policy of what has been called 
preventive or pre-emptive war. 
He said the realization that the 
United States will not strike first 
is one of the important considera- 
tions in estimating the balance of 
missile forces.

Reaction to 
Gold Flow

WASHINGTON (AP)—President 


Kennedy's program to halt the 
flow of gold abroad is winning 
favorable reaction on Capitol Hill. 
But his proposals sparked a new 
controversy 
over 
foreign 
aid 


spending. 


Chairman J. William Fulbright, 


D-Ark., of the Senate Foreign Re- 
lations Committee read into Mon- 
day's presidential message new 
assurances 
that the foreign as- 


sistance program could be kept in 
operation despite the unfavorable 
balance in U. S. payments. 


Fulbright told the Senate the 


message "repudiates without any 
equivocation any thought that our 
balance of payments situation will 
prevent our doing whatever is 
necessary in a foreign economic 
assistance program." 


But Chairmen Harry F. Byrd, 


D-Va., of the Finance Committee 
and A. Willis Robertson, D-Va., of 
the Banking Committee had dis- 
tinctly different ideas. 


Byrd said Kennedy's 18-point 


program moves "in the right di- 
rection." 


"But I think a much more pos- 


itive and constructive effort must 
be made t.o reduce our foreign 
economic aid." Byrd said. 


He said Germany, Japan, Eng- 


land. France and other industrial- 
ized nations now arc 
enjoying 


prosperity PS the result of aid the 
United States gave them in the 
past. 


"If 
foreign assistance is still 


necessary, the time is overdue 
when these nations, in their pros- 
perity, should assume their share 
of the responsibility," he said. 


Former President 
Dwight D. 


Eisenhower recommended a $4- 
billion foreign aid program. Dem- 
ocratic leaders have said Ken- 
nedy would recast this to call on 
other nations to bear more of the 
burden of helping newly independ- 
ent countries.
